VauxnaLt.—The fineness of the evening, and the annoucement that 
the Gala of the night. was to be [given in honour of the accession of 
their most gracious Majesties to the throne of England, drew a very 
numerous assemblage of all ranks to these gardens last night. On this 
occasion Mr. Ball has concocted a nautical Burletta called 4delaide ; 
or, the Royal William, aod on which Mr. Bishop has bestowed some 
very pretty music. Effusions of loyalty are so alike, and generally 
written under circumstances of such: peculiar excitement, that if they 
are atall tolerable, we hold it our duty not to subject them to the se- 
verity of critiscism;—in this case we should be doubly disposed to 
such a course from the feeling that no praise, within decent limits, 
(and in this piece they are not at all exceeded ;) ought in justice to be 
witheld from a sovereign who has already succeeded, by his frank, 
warmhearted, and truly English cordiality of manner towards his sub- 
jects, in attachiag them to him by ties which few monarchs succeed 
in fixing so firmly as William the Fourth has done, evenin the very 
short space he has yet reigned. Nor must we omit to include in our , 
sincere admiration her Majesty ; who atonce cordially enters into the 
English character, and derives her best gratification from the enthu- 
siastic attachment of the people towards thcir new sovereign. 

The Gardens were splendidly illaminated by a vast number ef ad- 
ditional lamps tastefully disposed in nautical and other devices, aod 
the interest of the scene was heightened by the presentation of a splen- 
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did cup and cover to the vietor in the Sailing Match of the Royal Co- 
ronation Fleet, which took place in the course of the afternoon. The 
Cup, was given to the fortunate winner upon the stage at the conclusion 
of the Vaudeville; he was.attended by the.heroes of Chelsea-reach and 
Wandsworth Meadows, who appeared somewhat awkward in their no- 
vel situation; the giver of the cup,.and the receiver, managed, however, 
to get through a speech severally. ‘God Save the King,’ and ‘ Rule 
Britannia,’ were sung, and the audience, who tolerated the Vaudeville, 
only for the subject and Bishop’s music, applauded. The most appro- 
priate song in the piece, Mr. T. Cooke was miserably imperfect in, al- 
though he had the words, we observed, pinned to his hat. The story 
of the Vandeville is hardly worth telling, it hinges on the stale inci- 
dent of an old Admiral determining that his nephew shall marry the 
daughter of a shipwrecked friend, which he objects to, having secretly 
married another, who is at last discovered to be the very orphan his 
uncle intended. Mr. Gattie and Mr. Cooke wore the new naval uniform 
with scarlet facings.
